As for the budget itself, those who 
came prepared to hear drastic chang- 

es were not disappointed. As usual, 
‘the minister first reviewed the finan- 
cial position of the country, announ- 
cing @ surplus: of $44,507,000. He 
dealt with trade conditions generally 
in Canada, attributing the unfavor- 
able balance of trade largely to the 
failure of the wheat crop § move- 
mex, ..Throughout this portion of 
his speech he was accorded the ca>?- 
ful attention of his listeners, 

(One of the. important announce- 
ments of the minister. was that tea 
in packages of five pounds or more 
will henceforth enter Canada free un- 
der the British ‘preferential tariff. 
Free entry; under.the British pre- 
ference, is also provided for table- 
ware or china, porcelain, etcetera, a 
wide range of hospital and sickroom 
equipment is made free. 

Members of the Conservative op- 
position broke into somewhat deris- 
ive cheers when the minister announ- 
ced that all fresh vegetables of a 
domestic character have been made 
free under the British preference. 
This applause, however,’ gave place, 
in a moment, to.loud. Liberal cheers 
when Mr. Dunning added that ‘‘In 
taking ‘this action we have had in 
mind the growing ability of Bermu- 
da and the West Indies to supply the 
Canadian market during the off-s2a- 
son.’’ All fresh’ fruits, the minister 
said, are to be granted. free entry 
under the British preference. As in 
the case of végetables, the, govern- 
ment has kept in mind the possibility 
of extending trade with Bermuda and 
the West Indies. 

There were cries of ‘‘resign’’ when 
Mr. Dunning informed the House that 
duties on butter were to be increased 
to four cents a pound under the Brit- 
ish preferencegsix cents under the 
general tariff For some time the 
Conservatives had been agitatiny for 
increased butter duties. 

Conservative applause greeted the 
Ministér’s declaration that the gov- 
ernment of Canada has proposed to 
the government of New Zealand that 
a direct trade agreement be negotia- 
ted to supercede the present arrange- 
ment. 

‘*A Jittle louder’’, ironically in- 
terjected a member of the opposition 
seated not far from Mr. Bennett. 

Mr. Dunning added that the Gov- 
ernment hoped to arrange for meet- 
ings between representatives of Can- 
ada and New Zealand at which a 
mutually satisfactory agreement 
could be drafted. ‘‘In any event,’’ 
he said, ‘‘the present arrangement 
will cease on October 13 next.

} of season, from coast to coast, has 


now been proclaimed by the Liberal 
‘preacher, Mr. Dunning. 

As the week closes the Conserva- 
tive leader and his lieutenants, seem 
to be in a quandry. 

But there is one feature of ‘the 
situation which must give the Con- 
sorvatives satisfaction, and which will 
carry weight with the electorate, the 
budget in its countervailing features 
and its numerous higher duties, is 
an acknowledgement that the nation- 
al policy of the Conservatives is well 
and wisely founded. 

The Dunning budget is a ccompli- 
ment in very lange measure to the 
Conservative policy, and in large 
measure an acknowledgement that 
the extreme free trade policy of a 
section of the Liberal party is a mis- 
take 


(But Mr. Dunning would disclaim 
this statement. He disclaims the 
charge that the government of Can- 
ada is entering into any sort of tariff 
war with the United States. 

There is something extremely in- 
genious about Mr. Dunning’s way of 
putting the point in regard to the 
‘proposed countervailing duties on 
euch farm products as: butter, pota- 
toes, livestock, eggs and wheat. He 
offers to reduce the Canadian duty 
on these imports, providing the oth- 
er country, where high duties exist 
against similar products, will reduce 
its tariff also. Now merk the in- 
genuity of the scheme---but the Ca- 
nadian tariff is first of all to be rais- 
ed to the level of that of the other 
country. 

On the face of it, it is fair, but 
it is retaliatory nevertheless in the 
light of recent legislation at Wash- 
ington, If Mr. Dunning does not call 
this retaliatory legislation, he should 
be a theologian. He is as clever at 
coining phrases to cover simple facts 
as any one of the theological gentle- 
men of the 18th century. 

It is retaliation, but Mr. Dunning 
says it is a generous end brotherly 
compromise with the other party. 
In the plain language of the street 
it is a case of ‘‘passing the buck,” 


: 
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But the reply of: the ocsiilinn to 
Mr. Dunning’s music will be played 
in parliament when the debate 
opens in earnest. What answer that 
astute leader, Mr. Bennett ‘will make 
is not yet known, but he is resource-- 
ful and capable and well able to meet 
the situation, it is argued by critics 
of the budget. 

The features of the new budget 
that mark it as an election measure 
has given color to. the election rum- 
ors that have found room in the news- 
papers for some time. The latest 
prediction from Ottawa is thet an 
election will take place in August. 

Premier King is known to desire a 
mandate from the nation before he 
attends the imperial conference in 
London during September. He is 
likely to seize the most favorable 
opportunity during the debate on the 
budget to announce his appeal to the 
country with the budget, this strong 
election measure as the basis of his 
policy. ' 

Just at present a very keen game 
of politics is being played at Ottawa 
and those on the sidelines are like:y 
te see.some very lively thrusting and 
counter thrusting before it is ended. 
The Conservative chieftan will have 
to play very warily against the Lib- 
eral leader if he is not led into play- 
ing into the hands of his opponent. 

The danger to the Conservative 
prospects in the budget debate is that 
it contains so much that they have 
advocated as the popular and patri-| 
otic policy that to criticize it, — to 
say. nothing--ef condemning it, would 
be fatal. Mr. Mackenzie King will 
endeavor to put the, Conservative 
party in a false position, the news 
on the budget would indicate, and 
should Mr. Bennett or any of his lieu- 
tenants fall into the trap that has 
been laid for them the pull in the el- 
ection tug-o’-war would be on the 
end of the rope the Liberals are 
holding. 

The budget has sufficient low tariff 
features to hold the hesitating west, 
and enough high tariff features in 
its countervailing proposals to ¢rat- 
ify and retain the doubtful east. Al- 
together its provisions as outlined in 
the news of the day mark it as a 
clever piece of political maneouvre. 
In it Mr. Dunning and Mr. King, for 
it is not to be supposed that the bud- 
get is Mr. Dunning’s work alone, have 
endeavored to be ‘‘as wise as ser- 
pents and as harmless as doves.’’ 

The measure of their success will 
be known when the votes are count- 
ed on election day which events in- 
dicate is coming.

Mayor G. T. Jackson, in extending 
a cordial weleome to all visitors felt 
that Lacombe was highly honored in 
having this convention called here, 
and congratulated the Alberta Gov- 
ernment on the town planning scheme 
they have developed. 

Chairman G. E. Delong, after >ut- 
lining the program for the  after- 
noon, turned the convention over to 
H. L. Seymour, Director of Town 
Planning in Alberta, who dealt in

town drawing business has been ex- 
ploded and there is no good reason 
why this increasing traffic should be 
directed through the busiest section 
of the town. 

Speaking of recreation facilities 
and Parks, Mr. Seymour said that 
while many people felt that Lacombe 
was rather queerly laid out this very 
feature could often be used to good 
advantage. With the aid of maps he 
pointed out the suggested plans for 
improvements in Lacombe and satis- 
fectorily answered all questions put 
to him. Under zoning classification, 
he recommended compact residential 
districts with lots 50 x 100 ft, and 
prescribed building limes. Power is 
given Councils to refuse permits to 
build out of the district served by 
utilities. Illustrating his point he 
cited cases in Peace River, where in 
some cases farmers had sold lots 
outside the town limits which now 
piesent a serious problem. He also 
advised limited commercial or bus-- 
jness centres, but generous industrial 
districts, and recommends that the 
streets be 100 ft. wide and lanes a 
minimum width of 20 feet. 

W. EB. Zinkin, described the maps 
of Grande Prairie and went in‘s some 
detail regarding their problems. He 
mentioned the neccesity of having a 
permanent set of grades for streets, 
end felt that all town planning should 
be done in close conjunction with an 
engineer. The plans for for improve- 
ments at Aspen Beach, Gull Lake 
were then displayed and explained 
by Mr. Seymour. He pointed out the 
suggested parking system by which 
anyone may remove his car without 
disturbing other other parked cars. 
Some discussion brought out the fact 
that under the existing act there may 
be appointed a Parks Board whose 
duty it will be to act on information 
accumulated by committees last year. 
In any particular a local Board may 
be established if desired. 

The party then repaired to Aspen 
Beach Gull Lake, for a tour of  in- 
spection and upon their return to 
town, sat down with about 150 other 
persons, to the Board of Trade 
Banquet, at which Premier Brownlee 
was the guest of honor. During the 
banquet the guests were royally en-

Mayor G. T. Jackson extended a 
hearty welcome to Premier Brown- 
lee, the Hon. Irene Pariby and other

aucational committee and who fa- 
thered the idea of a Musical Festival 
in Central Alberta, explained that 
the aim of the festival is to give ev- 
eryone an incentive to study music, 
and a meeting is being called for 
Monday, May 5th, for the purpose of 
making further arrangements re- 
garding the festival. Mr. Layton also 
announced ‘‘The Airrval of Kitty,’’ a 
play being given in the surrounding 
towns early this month for the ben, 
efit of the boys and girl’s camp at 
Meridian Beach. 

Mr. DeLong in introducing the 
audience to Premier Brownlee, men- 
tioned some of the more outstanding 
features of the district, such as its 
being one of the best livestock and 
grain producing districts in Canada, 
the possessor of the only woman leg- 
islator in Alberta, and also have one 
of the greatest premiers of any 
province in the Dominion. 

Premier Brownlee congratulated 
the Board of Trade on the magnifi- 
cent work they have been doing in 
furthering co-operation between the 
town and the country. Comparing 
Alberta to a youth who has just at- 
tained to his majority and received 
his patrimony, Mr.- Brownlee felt 
that the future of the province de- 
pended largely upon the wisdom used 
in the administration of its affairs 
at the present time, and emphasized 
the tremendous responsibility incur- 
red by the taking over of the natural 
resources. While in the last two 
generations there has developed an 
entirely different conception of what 
a government more than the crystal- 
lization of public opinion, and there 
may be good or bad goverrment just 
as public opinion is formed wisely or 
foolishly. 

Of the important problems which 
the people must face, the Premier 
mentioned finst, the present depres- 
sion. He reviewed the swing of the 
pendulum forward and back through- 
out the last dozen years, the high 
tariffs on wheat put up by several 
importing countries and the conse- 
quent deleterious effect on Western 
Oanada and he felt that this is not 
a day for recrimination but one for 
profound thought and study. The 
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day will come when- these tariffs 
will have to be reméved, but in the 


meantime a period of readjustment, 
must be faced, and much ‘of the. re- |: 


sult will depend on the way boards 
of trade link up with the best thought 
in agriculture, 

Going into the question of the Nat- 


ural Resources, which really constit- 


utes a group of problems, i.e. land 
settlement and immigration, Mr. 
Brownlee felt that any action taken 
at the present time would determine 
how far back the pendulum should 
go on its next swing. Immigration, 
which is now under the sole controi 
of the province, ought to be regulat- 
ed according to our power of assim- 
ilation; and full responsibility now 
rests om the province for any mis- 
takes made in unemployment or over- 
production. ; 

Last, but not least, the Premier 
spoke on Afberta’s heritage of 
beauty, to the West the mountains 
with their lofty snow crowned peaks 
looking down upon us; to the North 
immense areas of undeveloped’ resour- 
ces; to the East, the wide stretches 
of prairie calling to us not to be nar- 
row and mean; and to the South, a 
people forming one of the great na- 
tions of the world. Speaking of the 
influence of environment upon child- 
ren, Mr. Brownlee said that statis- 
tics had proven that where park play 
grounds had been established juven- 
ile crime and delinquency had great- 
ly diminished. He hopes within the 
next ten years to see the fulfillment 
of his dream of establishing a beauty 
spot and play ground. within the 
reach of every man. We must keep 
faith with the ideal of beauty, said 
the Premier, and placed this as the 
third challenge before the Board of 
Trade. 

F. H. Reed, Superintendent of the 
Experimental Farm, in seconding W. 
F, Puffer’s vote of thanks, said that 
on his many trips to the East, he 
found thet the people there looked 
upon Alberta’s Premier as one of 
of the outstanding men of Canada 
today, The farmers of Western Ca- 
nade, have been great builders, but 
one of the best things they had done 
as to find Premier Brownlee.
